This was diflcloised today hy the state department It said 
the United States called the article insulting. 

Foreign Minister Molotov turned down the American 
protest in a bitterly worded note that flayed the American 
press for its criticism of the Soviet union. 
Lieut-Gen. Walter 3. Smith, American ambassador to 
Moscow, presented a stiffly 
worded protest Thursday 
against an article by Boris 
Gorbatov in the "Literary 
Gazette No. 39." 

Smith advised the RussLan gov- 
emment the article was "libelous" 
on the President ol the United 
StaUs and added: 

U. 8. -Deeply Affronted" 
1' must assure you In the most 
solemn terms thst every fslr minded 
American cltlEcn, regardless ot his 
political opinion, will be deeply al- 
frontcd by this nrtlcle and will feel 
that he In some way shares the per- 
sonal Insult thus gratulUously of- 
fered to Prealdenl Truman."

WASHINOTON. Sept. 33 WV-The 
government's budget moved Into the 
black today for the first Ume this 
fiscal year. 

Treasury redords disclosed a siur- 
plua of tl4;M3,40T.S5 due to a strong 
flow of quarterly corporaUon and 
Indlvldusl Income tax payments 
since mid-September.' 

These payments more than wiped 
out a deficit ot over tl.5D0.0OO,(»0 
that existed early this month. 

The newly-esUbllshed surplus 
made the budget poslUon for the 
present fiscal year starting lost July 
betUr by »303,87t,lS3.Il than at this 
pohit in the last fiscal year. 

Oovcmment officials told a 
porter that the position Is In line 
with President Tnmian's August 
predtcUon of a M .007.000,000 sur- 
plus at the end of this fiscal year 
next June 30 compared with the 
1753.787,000 surplus registered lost 
fiscal year. 

Apparent slowness In overcoming 
the deficit this fiscal year was at- 
tributed mainly to the rapidity with 
which Britain has drawn upon the 
•1,700.000,000 tn loan funds she Is 
budgeted to spend tn the current 
year.

Buying Spree 
Nearing End, 
- Survey Shows 

Whatever ita cause may have 
tKcn, last week-end's run on nylon 
hosiery, sugar, ammunition and 
Urcs In the Twin Foils area had 
slowed down to a nearer nonnal de- 
mand Monday. 

In a telephone conversation Mon- 
day from Mew York City, a large 
exporter and importer of basic com- 
modities expressed amazement at 
the reported nm on nylons and 
sugar in Twin Falls, as hU ob- 
servation had been that these two 
Industries face the problem ot being 
overstocked. 

Efforts are bdng mode to find 
new uses for nylon to relieve the 
Industry of on oversuppty. In the 
sugar Industry, the price of sub- 
sUtutes has dropped from 10 and 
la cents to an cents. Indicating no 
shortage there. 

Despite the fact that Informa- 
tion received by the Times-News 
from Washington. D. C. showed 
that the rumor of "IrecilnB" cer- 
tain' commodities Is unfounded 
there was stlU an abnormal de- 
mand for sugar among local grocery 
stores. Officials of the Amalgamated 
Sugar company have emphasized 
that there Is no shortage ot this 
product, and a substrnitlol weaken- 
ing on the market among sugar 
subsUtutcs Indicates thot there is 
no foundation for the rumor of t 
sugar shortage. 

Buying of ammunition also cou' 
Unucs [o bo heavy, but this con 
be traced In large part to the sea- 
sonal demand for shells for the 
big game hunts In this area. 

Tire buying had also dropped 
back to near normal Monday after 
a rxunor-fed spree Saturday. 

Indications are that there would 
sUU be excessive iKq^ng ot nylon 
hosiery, however, were It not for 
the fact that local stocks were 
swept away by Friday and Saturday 
rushes of customers, who have now 
resorted to adding their luunes 
long "waiting lists."

Judge Sutphen hod asked both 
sides In the cose, couiuel for Barton 
and lor tlie city of Welser, to pre- 
pare briefs as to the constitutionality 
of the law In regard to the lottery- 
pro vlslotu ot the state statutes. 

The attorney Benerara office an- 
nounced It had the opinion under

"that, the Yugoolars think President 
Truman Is responsible for creation 
of the Trieste free sUte. which 
they don't like."

4. Engage In no subversive 
propaganda activities nor agitate 
against the United Slates during his 
stay.

Yugoslav ambassador to the 
United States, by telegram that he 
was "encouraged by Marshal Uto's 
willingness to have an invetslgatlon 
made by a group of dtliens of the 
United States." 

But, he said, the question whether 
the conduct of YugoslavU toward 
Greece ooiuUtules a "threat to the 
peace Is a matter for determination 
by the United Nations, ot which 
both ^Yugoslavia- and ~Ore«ca-ars 
members, and not for the InvuUga- 
Uon and delenitinatlon by a grourt of 
private dtlxcoi ot - the United 
States." 



Catholic Priest 
Runs From Reds 
In North Korea 

SEOUL, Sept. 30 W^A Catholic 
priest who fled in disguise Irom 
Soviet-controlled north Korea said 
today he had been arrested three 
times In a campaign to persuade him 
to support Russian alms and to 
preach antl-Amerlconlsm from' his 
pulpIL 

The priest, Palher Barnabas Kim. 
dormed flsheman's attire and fled 
frrjm north Korea three weeks ogo 
when, he said, his friends told him 
north Korean coramimlats were 
alderhig killing him. 

ConatantUy increasing pressure 
against religion, he related, hod re- 
duced the number of his parishion- 
ers from 700 to 300 within the last 
two years. North Korea newspapers 
and rodlos attack religion and 
churches as "feudal allies of the 
rich, scheming against the common 
people." Pathcr Kim declared, and 
north Korea teachers warn chil- 
dren against religion.

McGrath. who said he wlU "pro- 
ceed on the theory that my task will 
be to reelect President Truman," 
announced he will retain his scat In 
the senate and serve as party chair- 
man without pay.

A cross section of the national 
committee which could be reached 
for comment generally Indicated ap- 
proval of McGrath, of whom Han- 
negan said Mr. Truman "Indicated 
bis approval." 

Sam MoiTls, Arizona committee- 
man, expressed the majority view 
succinctly. "I wUl go along with the 
President and vote for Seruitor Mc- 
Grath," he said, "t>ecatise I believe 
he Is the man the President. desires 
OS chairman."

JERUSALEM, Sept. 39 VPi—Tea 
persons were klUed and appreal- 
mately 77 wounded today when a 
district police headquarters In Italia 
was wrecked by a shattering bomb 
explosion which Jewish imdcrground 
agents bouted they had set oft as 
reprisal for the deporUtlon of un- 
certified Jewish immigrants.

U. S. Court Rules 
Bargaining *Out'

WASKINOTON, Sept. 30 WV-The 
United States^court of appeals ruled 
today that employers cannot be re' 
quired to bargain with their plant 
foremen or supervlMra under the 
Taft-Hartley labor law. 

The court set aside an order ot 
tho national labor relations board, 
based on the Wagner labor relations 
act before that low was amended by 
tho Taft-Hartley act. 

The NLRB had directed the L. A. 
Young Spring and Wire corporoUon 
of Los. Angeles to recognise the 
Foremen's Association of America, 
on- Independent union of supervisory 
fforkers, aa exclusive bargaining 
agent for the company's foremen 
and assistant foremen. 

The appeals court, In on opinion 
written by Justice Wilbur K. MlUer, 
held that the NLRB ruling was t 
rect under terms of the Wagner _.

Hartley law, when the NLRB made
